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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgments 

1 . This office action is in response to the reply filed on 3/1 1/2008. 

2. In the reply, the Applicant cancelled claims 19 and 33 and put the subject matter 
of claim 33 into independent claim 29. Claims 1,4,6,8-11,1 4-1 8, 20, 22-28 were 
previously allowed. Claims 29-32 were rejected. Claim 33 was objected to but would 
be allowable if placed in independent form incorporating its base claim and any 
intervening claim. 

3. Claims 1, 4, 6, 8-11, 14-18, 20, 22-32 are pending for examination. 

ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1,4, 6, 8-11, 14-18, 20, 22-32 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious 
the combination as claimed specifically including a syringe assembly having a barrel 
defining a medicament reservoir, the barrel having a radial flange arranged between its 
respective ends, a hollow shield body receiving the barrel therein and the barrel being 
movable between a first position where the end of the needle tip is exposed and a 
second position where the end of the needle tip is contained within the shield body, a 
flange clip fixedly coupled to the hollow shield body proximate a rear facing end of the 
shield body and the flange clip having a first retainer securing the syringe barrel in the 
first position, a second retainer axially spaced from the first retainer, and the radial 
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flange of the barrel positioned between the first and second retainers when the barrel is 
in the second position, the hollow shield body having a rim and the flange clip having a 
recess arranged axially between the first and second retainers for engaging the hollow 
shield body rim in combination with other elements of the claims.
